The world has more to fear 
from stupidity and irrational 
fears than from rockets and 
satellites, a prominent church- 
man declared here last night. 

“The danger lies not in fan- 
tastic scientific achievements 
but in fantastic human re- 
actions,” the Rev. Dr. O. 
Frederick Nolde told the 
triennial general assembly of 
the National Council of 
Churches at Kiel Auditorium. 


* The Rev. Dr. Nolde, regarded 
as the leading Protestant | 
authority on problems of peace, 
is director of the Commission | 
of Churches on International | 
Affairs, associate general secre- | 
tary of the World Council of | 
Churches, 
graduate school of the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, Phila- | 
delphia. 


The Rev, Dr. Nolde was hur- 
riedly called by the National | 
Council staff to take the place | 
on the program that had been | 
held open for President Dwight | 
D. Eisenhower. Up until the)

ness, the council. had hoped 
that he would come, though | 
the White House had made no! 
definite commitment. | 


Eisenhower Message. | 


President Eisenhower sent a 
message which was read to the | 
assembly by the Rev. Frederic 
Fox, a Congregational ministe, | 
and member of the White | 
House staff. ‘ 


“This great council repre- 
sents a basic force in our na- 
tional life, the spiritual 
strength and the moral fiber 
of our people,” the Presigent’s 
message stated. 

He urged the churches to 
emphasize that our “outward 
programs of security and  de- 
fense must be matched with 
inward signs of justice and 
charity at home.”

Showdown for Labor 


Deep-rooted troubles of the old American Fed- 
eration of Labor—troubles which in the past 
were swept under the rug since it seemed im- 
possible to cope with them—threaten to come 
to a head this week at the Atlantic City conven- 
tion of the merged AFL-CIO. The ultimate reason 
for this is the courage of men like George Meany 
and Walter Reuther, top leaders of the federa- 
tion, who seem to prefer a showdown to evasion. 

Specifically, the expected expulsion of the 
Teamsters threatens a revolt of sorts against 
the AFL-CIO leaders by those who do not like 
their reform policies. Chief among these are 
bosses of the Building Trades Department—espe- 
cially the Carpenters and the Operating Engi- 
neers who are allied with the Teamsters. But 
more is involved than loyalty to James Hoffa. 

The more powerful Building Trades leaders 
opposed the merger of the AFL and the CIO. 
They are not yet reconciled to it. In some areas, 
they have had a large part in balking the merger 
on the local level. They long have been ac- 
customed to having their own way. 

. - * 

A new threat of withdrawal, thinly veiled, was 
made by Richard J. Gray, Building Trades presi- 
dent, at the department's convention on Monday 
when he raised the issue of jurisdictional dis- 
putes with the CIO industrial unions. 

The opposition is coming to a head because 
Meany and Reuther have set a fresh and en- 
courafing pattern for the federation. They 
believe it should exercise real leadership— 
backed up by disciplinary sanctions—instead of 
serving only as labor's legislative agent in Wash- 
ington and, locally, as the arrangements commit- 
tee for Labor Day parades. This new policy was 
given force by a code of union ethics policed by 
the Ethical Practices Committee. That this is 
more than seemly window-dressing was demon- 
strated beyond argument in the Teamsters’ case. 

As a result, the AFL-CIO has gained in public 
esteem at the very time that revelations of 
racketeering in some unions threatened to dis- 
credit the whole labor movement and burden it 
with repressive legislation.. A divided labor 
movement—especially with scandal in the head- 
lines—would be hard put to defend itself against 
such legislation. 

*- . . 

This consideration may induce the Building 
Trades leaders to be less truculent when the 
AFL-CIO convention opens on Thursday. Even 
the Teamsters’ Hoffa seems to value member- 
ship in the revitalized federation. He knows that 
many rank-and-file members would not be happy 
as outcasts from “the house of labor.” And he 
must realize that for all their strength, the Team- 
sters are vulnerable. To avoid expulsion, reports 
are being assiduously circulatéd that he is ready 
to “step down” from the office which the courts 
so far have denied him, and that the Teamsters 
would accept an AFL-CIO “watchdog” over their 
internal affairs. 

But Meany apparently is not ready to bargain. 
He may have his doubts about these proposals. 
Perhaps they are merely calculated to win sym- 
pathy for the Teamsters, or to inculcate in AFL- 
CIO ranks the fear of a strong rival labor camp. 

Genuine reform is another matter. It must 
come, and it should be welcomed first of all by 
the AFL-CIO. Its leaders do not want a war of 
union against union. But they know that the 
honorable way to avoid this is by doing all they 
can to see to it that the leadership of every 
local of organized labor is honorable.

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Good and Bad Tax News 


The Missouri Public Expenditure Survey has 
published a useful “Handbook of Missouri Sfate 
Taxes” which unavoidably suggests, at first 
glance, that taxes are remarkably high. 

For example, the report discloses that three 
dollars out of every ten earned by Missourians, 


or 30 per cent, went for federal, state and local | 


taxes. In 1956 Missourians earned about $1858 
per capita, and paid $546.55 of it in taxes. About 
77 per cent of the total goes to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, 13 per cent to local government, and 
12 per cent to the state government. 

It also turns out that federal grants constitute 
nearly 26 per cent of all state receipts—more 
than income from the state sales tax or gasoline 
tax or income tax, which are next in order as 
sources of income. But the Federal Government 
takes ten times as much money from Missouri 
as it returns here. 

This is the first glance, or unhappy, view of 
the report. Naturally nobody likes high taxes. 
And there is little prospect of reduced federal 
taxes, which take so big a slice of the total for 
But the 
other side of the picture is that the cost of Mis- 
souri’s state government is relatively low. The 
per capita tax burden for state purposes ranks 
forty-fourth among the states. 

One reason for this is that Missouri has wisely 
avoided passing veterans’ bonus legislation in 
prosperous times when it Is not needed. Mis- 
souri also uses only 19 per cent of its state ex- 
penditures to support local ‘government, and 
that rate is exceptionally low (the national aver- 
age is 30 per cent).. 

Moreover, a glance at taxes in other states will 
show many highertax rates: 15 states with 3- 
cent sales taxes (2 cents in Missouri); 17 states 
with 6-cent gas taxes and 10 with 7 cents (3 cents 
in Missouri); 16 states with 5-cent cigarette taxes 
(2 cents in Missouri); and so. on. 

Several conclusions are possible from the tax 
study. One is that a taxpayer is relatively for- 
tunate to live in Missouri:. Another is that 
state government here still has some latitude for 
raising more revenue to expand public services 


to the level expected in other states. And a 
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diture Survey, is that before any taxes are in- 
creased, Missouri must practice the closest, most 
careful budgeting and collection of present taxes. 
It is this latter point to which the work of the 
Governor’s new budget office must be directed, 
as it prepares the state’s first comprehensive 
and tested budget for the special legislative ses- 
sion next year. 
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Mr. Golschmann’s Departure 

The ‘resignation of Viadimir Golschmann \as 
musical director of the St. Louis Symphony 
brings to a formal close the most interesting 
period in the orchestra’s history. When Mr. 
Golschmann accepted this post in 1931, the or- 
chestra had been conducted for three years by 
guest conductors and prior to that had been in 
the charge of an excellent musician who never 
quité mastered the conducting technique. Mr. 
Golschmann carried through the necessary task 
of reorganization with such great success that 
the orchestra was placed on a much higher 
artistic level than it had ever attained. 

No conductor is equally good in all depart- 
ments of the repertory. Mr. Golschmann is at 
his best in works of the eighteenth century, 
Mozart and Haydn in particular, and with the 
French composers of the ninetéenth and twen- 
tieth centuries. Within the last 10 years he has 
brought the symphonies of Brahms within the 
area of his specialties. But in whatever music 
he conducted, Mr. Golschmann always sought 
beauty of tone, delicacy of feeling and elegance 
of style. 

With Mr. Golschmann’s departure the Sym- 
phony Society will be faced with another task 
of reorganization. As St. Louis works with a 
lower budget than many other orchestras, it js 
not surprising that players leave for better posi- 
tions from time to time. The uncertainty caused 
by Mr. Golschmann’s part-retirement two years 
ago provoked a more than ordinarily large turn- 
over in both seasons, and it is this process of 
attrition that the Society’s directors must find 
ways of stopping. 

The most effective way of doing so is to choose 
Mr. Golschmann’s successor as soon as possible. 
Occasional guest conductors stimulate an orches- 
tra when it has a permanent head. But an or- 
chestra without a leader, exposed to many kinds 
of minds and temperament, soon loses its basic 
style and its natural response to disciplined 
control. 

We believe that St: Louis deserves a better 
orchestra than it has had for the last several 
years and that it has the means of getting it. 

As for Mr. Golschmann, he will leave at the 
end of the present season, whose final concerts 
he conducts, with the regrets and best wishes 
of all who have known him. 
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The Incredible Coalman 


It is unbelievable that anyone should ask the 
United States to drop civilian atomic power de- 
velopment, yet that is what the president of the 
Southern Coal Producers’ Association, Joseph E. 
Moody, has done. “The Government,” says Mr. 
Moody, “should immediately call a halt to fur- 
ther expenditures for the development 8f atomic 
energy for civilian power uses and the Congress 
should see to it that no further appropriations 
are made for such purposes.” 

This purblind comment is typical of more than 
one reaction in the coal industry to any prog- 
ress that seems, no matter how deceptively, to 
threaten coal sales. It comes, moreover, at a 
time when every knowledgeable and thoughtful 
person in public life is trying to thirfk of means 
of accelerating the atomic power program and 
accelerating it drastically. The political and eco- 
nomic stature of our country among the com- 


‘munity of nations in the future will to a large 


extent depend on it. 

It was from within the coal industry that at- 
tacks were made on recent proposals to export 
natural gas from Canada to the Pacific North- 
west. The net results of that policy would be to 
offend our fine neighbor to the north and de- 
prive our own Pacific Northwest of one of the 
essentials of its development. 

Still earlier the coal industry fought’ TVA 
tooth and nail. It howled calamity up one side 
of the country and down the other. No prophet 
of doom could have been more wrong, for TVA 
has created demand for coal in quantities the 
industry did not dream of before TVA. 

The coal industry is a sick industry. Could 
unenlightened self-interest possibly be one of 
the reasons why? 
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Honorable Amends 

Dr. Edward U. Condon’s spirited address to 
the American Physical Society here last week 
ought to be required reading for Eisenhower 
Administration officials who are concerned with 
developing and holding scientific talent. Dr. 
Condon said America’s lag in this field 

comes as no surprise to those of us who 
have known how good American scientists 
have had to face vilification by political 
speechmakers in and out of Congress, how 
they have been falsely prosecuted for per- 
jury, and have been improperly denied pass- 
ports, or have had their passports seized and 
invalidated without due process by agents of 
the State Department, or have had their 
telephones tapped or their letters inter- 
cepted by Government agents. 

Dr. Condon, now head of the Department of 
Physics at Washington University, did not specify 
what scientists had received this treatment from 
their Government. He did detail his own case, 
which is one of the most amazing—how for more 
than 10 years he has been defending his repu- 
tation against unproved charges relating to se- 
curity; howsas director of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards he underwent two full-scale loyalty hearings 
which gave him full clearance; how he still had 
to go through it all again in 1952 and in 1954, 
once more receiving full security clearance; and 
how when he finally left Government service a 
“high Government official” threatened to with- 
draw federal funds from a leading university if 
it appointed Dr, Condon. to its#éaculty. 

As a result of this experience, Dr. Condon 
understandably believes that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration at the time he left the Government 
“was committed by policy to persecution of 
scientists, or at the very least to a caYous indif- 
ference toward what others were doing to attack 
and discredit them.” And he intimates that 
Vice President Nixon was one,of the authors of 
that policy. 

It is difficult to believe that the persecution 
of scientists was ever a “settled policy,” as Dr. 
Condon says. In any event, the Administration 
should find it worth while to make clear to all 
the world that there is no such policy now. Is 
there any more effective way of doing that than 
to reopen the case of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer? 
He of all scientists deserves, in Dr. Condon’s 

 phrase,. “honorable amends” from his Govern- 
ment.

Voting seven to six against a favor- 
able report on legislation to control 
outdoor advertising along the 41,000 
miles of the multi-billion-dollar sys- 
tem of Interstate Highways, the Senate 
Committee on Public Works stalled 
the prospect of safe and pleasurable 
travel over these highways. 

Voting for safety and pleasure of 
travel were Senators Carroll (Colo- 
rado), Case (South Dakota), Chavez 
(New Mexico), Cotton (New Hamp- 
shire), Gore (Ten- 
nessee), Neuberger 
(Oregon). 

Voting for the 
outdoor advertising 
interests were Sen- 
ators Kerr (Okla- 
homa), Kuchel (Cal- 
ifornia), McNamara 
(Michigan), Hruska 
(Nebraska), artin 
(Penns ylvani a), 
Scott (North Caro- 
lina), Revercomb 
(West Virginia). 

Keynote of the 
extended hearings Senator Neuberger 
before the subcom- 
mittee on roads on §.963, introduced 
by Senator Neuberger, and on Admin- 
istration proposals, was a statement 
bv Secretary of Commerce Weeks, 
who said: “We have concluded that 
advertising along the Interstate Sys- 
tem should be controlled if the ob- 
jective of the Federal Government to 
provide a system making for safe and 
relaxed driving and pleasing appear- 
ance is to be realized. We have also 
concluded that federal legislation is 
required if such control is to be ef- 
fective.” 


‘Testimony of Special Interests’ 


The 396-page report of the hear- 
ings constitutes the most significant 
document on the relation of roadside 
outdoor advertising to the public in- 
terest ever to be published. 


It includes the testimony of special 
interests seeking to maintain or to 
acquire speciai privilege. It pre- 
sents the opposing views of public 
interest organizations, conservation 
groups, garden clubs, women’s clubs, 
roadside councils and others. It is 
specially important for the testimony 
of experts, such as Bertram D. Tallamy, 
Federal Highway Administrator. 


Following the hearings, the issue 
baked in the committee oven, a hot 
potato that finally appeared on the 
committee table. Then seven mem- 
bers found it too hot to swallow. We 
are reliably informed that the fina! 
vote of at least some of the opponents 
of favorable action was swayed by 
consideration of the effect of adver- 
tising control on highway business. 
This is a tribute to the persuasiveness 
of former Senator Scott Lucas of Illi- 
nois, who represented the Roadside 
Business Association. 


Prominent Fact Is Ignored 


That this consideration should have 
had so much weight, in light of the 
facts, is surprising. Certainly members 
accepting the claims of roadside busi- 
ness could not have read the testimony 
of Mr. Tallamy, which testimony only 
six members of the whole committee 
were on hand to hear. . 


In his presentation to the committee, 
Mr. Lucas drew a dire picture of what 
advertising restriction would do to 
roadside pusiness and to those in- 
volved in providing Yood, fuel and 
habitation. In so doing he chose to 
ignore various facts, prominent among 
them the fact that 75 per cent of the 
mileage of the new’ system will be 
through entirely new territory where 
no business now exists. ; 

He ignored the fact that these high- 


ways will be limited-access highways 
with no access to business enterprises 
from or to the highways, except at 
points of interchange, and on feeder 
routes. Mr. Lucas pleaded for the right 
to festoon the new highways with a 
multiplicity of unregulated signs, com- 
peting with one another to the con- 
fusion of the highway traveler and at 
the expense of the advertisers. 


From his own rich experience with 
the New York Thruway, Mr. Tal- 
lamy testified there had been no com- 
plaint of loss of business from lack of 
advertising cn that route. There had 
been, he said, loss of business due to 
the diversion of traffic to the Thru- 


way, but that there was a period of. 


adjustment, following which business 
was better than it had been before. 


Slogans and the Traveler 


Mr. Tallamy presented facts and pic- 
tures to show ‘the effective use of of- 
ficial signs conforming to set stand- 
ards of size, color and carefully se- 
lected information that indicate to the 
motorist where food, fuel and habita- 
tion are available. Such treatment 
would be equally applicable to the 
new high-speed Interstate Highways. 


“Today,” we said in our own testi- 
money, ‘“‘a large percentage of high- 
way travelers use motel accommoda- 
tions approved by the three As, or 
patronize Quality Courts, Superior 
Courts, Best Westerns, or similar ac- 
commodations that live up to high 
standards of service. For all the 
varied slogans, gasoline is gasoline, 
and the highway traveler is going to 
stop when he is hungry. What benefit 
is there when Joe’s Motel puts up 10 
signs, Mike’s Filling Station 15, and 
Molly’s Waffle Shop 20, and so on to 
the confusion of the traveler and the 
damnation of the roadside?” 


Today the travel habits of the pub- 
lic, armed with accommodation guides, 
modern maps with a lot more informa- 
tion than just the routes, and other 
printed advertising matter, make weak- 
est of all the argument that roadside 
business (which is not on the roadside 
anyway) will suffer. Yet this consid- 
eration seems to have been accepted 
at its face value, rather than its actual 
value, by some Senators. 


We trust that the seven named 
above will have an opportunity to 
cogitate and to observe the highway 
situation before the next session of 
the Congress convenes. - At that time 
they should have an opportunity to 
reconsider. In any event, the issue is 
not dead. Senators Gore and Neu- 
berger have said that it will be very 
much alive next January. Indeed, it 
must come alive if we are not to lose 
more of the mijeage of the expensive 


_System we are all paying for. We have 


already lost some through delay.

Auburn drew the highest | 
number of first-place votes | 
since Oklahoma had a record | 
218 in the final 1955 poll. The 
Sooners, who polled 104 first- | 
place votes in repeating last 
season, finished fourth this | 
season. 

Ohio State and Michigan 
State, both with 8-1 records, 
finished some 500 points be- 
hind Auburn in the balloting, 
which awards points on a basis

A College Education 
Over TV in Chicago 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3 

IN CHICAGO, you can now earn a junior college de- 
gree called an associate in arts degree, via television alone 
A handful of people are already trying for it, starting this 
year on a three-year course. With station WITTW now in 
its third year and going 
ahead full steam, Chicago 
is the biggest city in the 
United States with an 
established educational] 
TV station. 

The station represents 
all the colleges in the 
city and the cultural in- 
stitutions such as mu- 
seums and libraries. To 
get started they raised 
$1,000,000 in 1953 and 
they've had a couple of 
fund drives since. The 
studios are located in the 
Museum of Science and 


Industry where WTTW 
operates as an exhibit 
behind glass walls 


through which. the pub- 
lic -can watch it wofk, 
The station is on the air 
from 2:30 p.m. to 10:30 
Mondays through Fridays. 


At present WTTW is offering nine college 
courses for credit from the Chicago City Junior 
College which is tuition free for all legal resi- 
dents of the city. They started last fall with 
four and the present nine includes two kine shows 
of last year’s courses. Thirteen hundred persons 
enrolled for credit and paid registration fees for 
an average of two courses each last year. Some 
persons took four courses and to the surprise of 
the college, completed the work with entrance, 
mid-term and final exams taken at the college. 


JOHN CROSBY 


THIS YEAR more than 1500 persons are enrolled for 
credits, most of them taking two or more courses. English 
is the most popular course. Biology, political science and 
social science run about even for second place. 

Ninety per cent of TV students last year were house- 
wives with an average age of 36 years and they were very 
good students. TV students scored about 10 per cent 
higher in exams than regular college students. 

When the drive for funds started, about half the peo- 
ple working to raise money were primarily interested ‘in 
getting some good children’s programs on the air. In the 
beginning, when the station first went on the air, there 
wasn't much money to spend and the station was astounded 
at how well very inexpensive programming caught on. For 
instance, one show simply consisted of records with noth- 
ing on the screen but the cover of the album or perhaps 
an abstract painting which fit the mood of the music. 
This went on for two hours, between 5 and 7 p.m. and 
was very popular. 


The station has found foreign language pro- 
grams very popular, too. They gave 10 weeks of 
Italian lessons with the words flashed on the 
screen while the teacher talked. They have given 
a German course and right now they're carrying 
a French course on kine. WTTW programs for 
all age groups from pre-school up. Its philosophy 
f is not to compete with good established commer- 
cial programs but to provide programs for people 
to watch when they're tired of NBC. 


A NUMBER of WTTW programs are being distributed 
nationally via the Educational Television and Radio Center 
at Ann Arbor, Mich. One was University of Chicago Prof. 
Richard Wohl’s Sidelights on American History, in which 
he talked of Barnum and Baily, Nellie Bly and Little Lord 
Fauntleroy. 


The big problem with educational television, accord- 
ing to the WTTW people, is to get people to know you'fe 
there and to tune in. They've managed to do it. Two 
years ago, the man on the street would say vaguely that 
he thought educational television was a good thing for 
Chicago. Today he can name the programs that he thinks 


are good.

Couple on Visit Here Describe Jeep Trip ‘20,000 Miles South’

HELEN AND FRANK 
SCHREIDER like to think of 
the consternation of that fu- 
ture archaeologist who some 
day may be digging high in the 
South American Andes and 
may come acress a metal dog 
tag. After cleaning it off and 
polishing it up, he will read, 
““Wiv name is Dinah. I live in 
Anchorage, Alaska.” 

Dinah, a large German shep- 
herd dog, made the trip, not 
only from Alaska to the Andes, 
but “20,000 Miles South,” as 
her owners, the Schreiders de- 
scribe in their book, published 
by Doubleday. 

In St. Louis recently to speak 
to members of the Contempo- 
rary Club, the young, attractive 
and adventurous Schreiders 
told how “We Made the Impos- 
sible Tour,” an 
by amphibious jeep from the 
Arctie Circle to Ushuaia, the 
world's most southern town, 
and some of the highlights and 
low spots of the journey. 


The impossible tour orig- 
inally started as a belated 
honeymoon trip. Frank and 
Helen were students at the 
University of California in 
Los Angeles when they were 
married in 1947. They 
couldn't afford a honeymoon 
on the G.I. bill so they talked 
of a short jaunt by jeep to 
South America on the new 
Pan-American Highway. 


“We thought it would be a 
nice break after graduation be- 
fore I went into the serious 
business of engineering,” Frank 
said. “It wasn’t until we found 
out how difficult it wag that 
we were determined to make 
the trip. It became a chal- 


In February 1951, they 
started south, but four months 
later, after traveling 6000 
miles, they were back home. 
Their trip had ended at a wall 
of mountains in the south of 
Costa Rica whe they found 
the only way to feach Panama 
was by sea. They began look- 
ing for an amphibious jeep, 
found a rusted hulk in a junk 
yard, bought it for $225, and 
took it to Helen’s family home 
in San Diego to reassemble. 

“People came from all over 
to look at us,” Helen laughs. 
“We felt as if we were build- 
ing Noah’s Ark.” 

They were sidetracked again 
when Frank had a chance to go 
to Alaska as an electrical engi- 
neer Helen went along and 
worked as a draftsman. They 
lived jn a small room, ate in 
the construction men’s mess 


hall, and saved their money 
for the trip. On June 21, 1954, 
they drove to Circle, Alaska, 


and then started south. Back 
in California, they finished 
work on the jeep which they 
christened, with a bottle of 
pop, “La Tortuga” (The Tur- 
tle). Early in January 1955, 
they drove across the border 
into Mexico. 

The first part of their trip 
was pleasant sightseeing 
through Mexico but from then 
on, Helen related, “we experi- 
enced every conceivable ter- 
rain from smooth highways to

through rivers and along rail- 
road tracks.” 

“Where we had our one de- 
feat.’

We Can Cook It Cool 


THIRD OF A SERIES 
CRIES OF “incroyable!” and shrieks of “fantastique!” 
greeted the appearante of my portable cooking kit (com- 
plete with electric cord and converter), plus innumerable 
packets of quick-mix and instant everything. (I happened 
to be unpacking in Paris 
at the time.) 

Ferrying food to 
France seems akin to 
carrying coals to New- 
castle, but there are 
rainy days and sleepless 
nights when a snack at 
hand is worth two at the 
Tour d’Argent. 

Like most Americans, 
I'm so accustomed to au- 
tomatic appliances and 
powdered edibles that the 
chambermaid’s amaze- 
ment amazed me. And 
then I wondered what 
she'd fay if she could see 
the kind of kftchen even 
an underpaid author can 
afford in the U.S.A. 

Of course; the kitchen 
doesn’t make the cook. 
The scalpel doesn’t make 
the surgeon either ... but if I were asked to choose be- 
tween two surgeons—or two chefs—of equal ability, I'd 
take the. one with brand-new-up-to-date equipment. If “a 
good workman is known by his tools,” the American house- 
wife should soon become the best pot-walloper in the 
world. 


BUT THE “BORN” COOK is a rare bird in any coun- 
try. The average woman doesn’t even aspire to the culli- 
nary heights. We ’ bake, broil, simmer and stew be- 
cause it’s expected of us ... and here’s where we meet 
up with the much-maligned American philosophy of life. 
When something onerous must be done, we look for ways 
to make it fun, Our upper lips can be as stiff as any, but 
we don’t believe in suffering for its own sake. A good 
many foreigners call us lazy or crazy, but you can gener- 
ally detect the aroma of sour grapes in their diatribes. Or 
maybe you have to be an American born and bred to ap- 
preciate the ways we “sugar-coat” housekeeping and 
cooking.

My musical thermometer, for example, could 
only be marketed in the U.S.A, I set it for the 
degree of “doneness” I prefer, poke it into the 
steak or rib-roast occupying the oven—and it sum- 
mons me at precisely the right second by tin- 
kling out “Tenderly”! Silly? Sure! But what law 
says you have to be stark about steak? 


IN THE MAIN, however, our appliances are designed 
for maximum efficiency. If they can also be made at- 
tractive and enjoyable to operate, we don’t shy away 
in swift suspicion. And we're not afraid of being “differ- 
ent.” Twenty years ago, one kitchen was interchangeable 
with another and all had the appearance and cold white 
aura of an operating room. Today we use every conceiv- 
able color in our kitchens and have them custom-tailored 
to our cooking needs. 

Instead of the conventional stove, sitting four-square 
on the floor, you may select as many burner elements as 
you like and arrange them in any work pattern you pre- 
fer. You can pick out individual oven, broiler and bar- 
becue units and place them at eye level anywhere at all. 
The new thermostatic stoves are strictly set-and-forget; 
the range itself keeps each pot at a pre-dialed constantly 
controlled temperature, making every pan you own an 
automatic appliance. 


An electronic range, which bakes a cake in 
three minutes and sizzles a hot dog in 25 seconds, 
is already in production. I could date myself by 
calling this stove “hot stuff,” but today’s teen- 
ager would be more accurate with his “cool, man, 
cool!” Microwaves cook so quickly that food con- 
tainers hardly heat at all. You can “plank” por- 
terhouse on a throwaway paper plate and put 
panties on the lamb chops before shoving them 
in the oven. 


THE NEW refrigerators also require some revamping 
of the vocabulary. We can eliminate “defrosting” be- 
cause they don’t frost up. We can strike out the anguished 
cry of “Someone open the icebox... 
full” because current models come equipped with bars to 
be nudged by knee or elbow. “Don’t shove it to the back 
of the shelf” is another old-fashioned and unnecessary 
phrase. With revolving shelves—to say nothing of refrig- 
erators designed as room dividers, with doors opening at 
both ends—there isn’t any back of the shelf. 

However, it’s the offspring of the’refrigerator which 
has caused the wildest upheaval of all time among the 
home ecoriomics experts. They weathered the change 
from open fires to wood stoves to electric ranges with no 
particular trouble, but all of those had at least one ele- 
ment in common. Heat. Overnight, the authorities found 
themselves almost frozen out of the kitchen scene. Frosted 
foods demanded completely new techniques and equipment. 
When the “fad” refused to die, they feverishly applied 
themselves to the art of thawing out. 

New York alone now has more than 150 packers and 
distributors of frozen foods ranging from hors d'oeuvres 
to desserts.. Let a solid block stand around a spell and 
room temperature will transform it into chopped liver, 
fish sticks, shrimp rolls, frogs legs, lobster tails, tamales, 
blintzes, blueberry pie, “Little Bo-Pizzas” or a thousand 
other plain and fancy foods. 

Whether you feed yourself of a family of 16, the 
freezer is a friend. Depending on the way it’s used, it 
saves time, trouble and-or money—while putting the best 
foods of every season and every soil on earth within easy 
arm’s reach. 


Freezer space is even provided in the most 
compact kitchen on the market ... the one 
which combines stove, sink and refrigerator in a 
single unit. This “one-piece” condensed cook- 
house may. do as much to revolutionize eating as 
icing itself. Originally designed for the apart- 
ment dweller with only a corner to call a kitchen, 
the size of this abbreviated beanery has made 
it a perfect second food center for the suburban 
home—usually upstairs to supply midnight snacks 
or the nursery to save steps a dozen times a 
day. 


SEVERAL MANUFACTURERS have succeeded in 
stowing all the essentials in a shell slightly more than 
two feet in length and just 28 inches in depth. For Dad's 
den or downtown office, it’s finished off like fine furni- 
ture and gives no hint of its function. 

As you can see, cooking is now being done in the 
darndest places. On weekend afternoons in pleasant 
weather, a shroud of smoke hangs over the whole U.S.A.— 


spiraling up from the charcoal briquets of our outdoor — 


barbecues. Millions of mien have learned to swing a mean 
sxiliet (though mother still cleans up the mess. That 
hasn't changed!) 

But other than that, the evolution in eating is almost 
complete. Progress has caught up with ‘everyone—includ- 
ing the pooch. A patent has just been issued on a self- 
service machine which Will give pet owners—and pets— 
even more freedom of action. All pup has to do is paw 
at a pedal and down drops a dog biscuit.

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Matia, Crimes ‘Cohesive Element 


lts Inner Circle Is Held Tightly Together by Ritual, Grimly Enforces Secrecy Rule 


WILLIE MORETTI... HE AD- 
MITTED THAT THE MAFIA

UNITED STATES SENATOR 
Estes Kefauver, whose investi- 
gating committee rattled a few 
skeletons in the closets of or- 
ganized crime several years ago, 
described the Mafia*as the “co- 
hesive element” that welds the 
bigshot criminals of America 
into a multi-billion-dollar-a- 
year national crime syndicate. 

American gangsters, with 
their diverse nationality back- 
grounds, could never have 
achieved their present solidar- 
ity just because they all have 
the same major objective—the 
pursuit of the fast buck with- 
out too much sweat. Without 
the Mafia the syndicate would 
be broken into small groups of 
armed gangs, ready to draw the 
moment their territory was in- 
vaded. 

It was the high echelon of 
the Mafia, men of brains as 
well as criminal instincts, who 
first called a halt to the indis- 
criminate killings of the 1920s. 
They had participated in the 
savage bloodbaths but came to 
the realization that sooner or 
later there would be a complete 
turnover in racket bosses if 
peace was not declared. 

Since the Mafia is the “co- 
hesive element” in the syndi- 
cate, what then is the leaven 
that binds members of the 
Mafia into one compact loaf? 

The answer is simple: The 
Mafia is one of the oldest crim- 
inal societies in existence. Its 
top brass are all Sicilians, many 
of them men of wealth, and 
outsiders permitted to work in 
the organization’s framework 
are carefully chosen. 

The inner circle is held 
tightly together by a set of 
secret rules and an initiation 
ritual similar in some respects 
to lodges dedicated to more 
wholesome achievements. The 
principal rule is the rigid ob- 
servance of omerta, the bar 
against any appeal to legally 
constituted authority. 

Alson J. Smith, in “Syndi- 
cate City,” a book about organ- 
ized crime in Chicago, says the 
Mafia criminal is a step above 
the common thief and mur- 
derer because he “sees him- 
self as a sort of eternal gue- 
rilla, true to his own code, 
loyal to his fellow Mafiusi, 
good to his family, waging a 
just war against a society that 
is rigged against him.” 


This feeling of self-right- 
eousness, which makes the 
difference between a Vito 
Genovese and a John Dil- 
linger, is a strange paradox 
when one considers that 
members of this vicious so- 
‘ciety have preyed on fellow 
Sicilians of the lowest social 
scale. The “just war” ac- 
tually is anti-social warfare 
based simply on laziness and 
greed.

THE MAFIUS!I BEING HONORED 


SMITH, who was a Chicago 
social worker in the 1920s, 
quotes from files of the United 
States Treasury Department in 
revealing the secret oath taken 
by Mafia initiates. 

The oath, which is given re- 
ligious overtones, is: “I pledge 
my honor to be faithful to the 
Mafia like the Mafia is faithful 
to me. As this saint and a few 
drops of my blood were 
burned, so will I give all my 
blood for the Mafia when the 
ashes and my blood will return 
to their original status.” 

In a ritual preceding the 
swearing of the oath the initi- 
ate’s arm is cut and a few 
drops of his blood are sprin- 
kled on a paper image of a 
saint. The paper then is 
burned. 

Principles of the society are 
stated and agreed to by the 
initiate. He agrees to give re- 
ciprocal aid when it is needed, 
to obey his superior absolutely, 
to acknowledge that an offense 
against one is an offense 
against all, to agree never to 
appeal to the authorities and 
never to reveal names or 
secrets. 

It is a rare occasion when 
the world outside the Mafia 
gets the opportunity to look 
upon the inside doings of the 
lodge.. Time may have altered 
some of its operations as mem- 
bers move father away from 
the mysticism of the Old 
World. But, in essence, the old 
ways of doing things remain. 

One authority on the Mafia, 
the late Eliot Ness, former 
agent in charge of the Treas- 
ury Department’s Alcohol Tax 
Unit, was very close to the 
secret society during the period 
when he was getting the goods 
on Al Capone in 1929 and. 1930. 
Mafiusi gunmen were hired by 
Capone to kill the G-man. They 
failed because he outthought 
and outfought them. 

While Ness survived assassi- 
nation plots his chauffeur and 
bodyguard, Frank Basile, be-

came a casualty of the anti- 
Capone campaign. His death 
touched off an intensive man- 
hunt by city, state and Federal 
agents. Ness was able to put 
the finger on the assassin al- 
most as soon as the manhunt 
got under way. 


In his exciting book, “The 
Untouchables,” the story of 
how Capone was put behind 
bars, Ness related that an 
informer reported being an 
eye-witness to a strange 
Mafia ceremony a day or so 
before Basile was waylaid. 
Peering through a window 
of a poolroom, used as a 
Mafia headquarters, the in- 


former said he saw several ‘ 


Sicilians solemnly kissing 
one of their number. 

Ness knew instantly what 
this meant. It was the “kiss 
of death,” a Mafia ceremony 
which gave rise to the phrase 
that now is used in a more 
general sense. The Mafiusi 
being honored by his fellows 
had been chosen to commit 
a murder. The informer 
could not have guessed at 
the time that the victim was 
to be Basile. 


The eye-witness to the 
ritual identified the man on 
the receiving end of the 
kisses as Frank Napoli, 
known as a Mafia gunman. 
He was quickly picked up by 
Chicago police, but Ness 
never got to question him. 
Napoli hanged himself with 
a necktie in his cell, true 
to the code of omerta. 


THE MAFIA really enforces 
that section of the by-laws im- 
posing silence on the member- 
ship. It is a major felony even 
to admit the Mafia exists. Take 
the case of Willie Moretti, who 
was an important figure in 
the society in New Jersey un- 
til a few years ago. 

Willie was a garrulous fel- 
low who talked to the police,

I 
think that is an approach to 
charity which people of vision 
and experience can wisely use 
now and then. 

A FRIEND OF MINE has 
written me a letter, parts of 
which I think I should pass 
on to my readers. This man 
had been told that there were 
people needed to teach art 
and handicrafts in the occupa- 
tional therapy departments of 
our state mental hospitals, so 
he went to look into it. His 
description, I think, would fit 


many of our mental insti- 
tutions: 
“Building after dull build- 


ing, windows barred, balconies 
barred, large box-like monu- 
ments and back and forth 
walked patients on the barred 
balconies. I see in this 
morning’s New York Times that 
Dr. William Menninger says 
that mental hospitals are un- 
derstaffed but the salary paid 
the director in his civil service 
position is $3200 per year to 
start.” 

This is hardly a salary to 
attract very able people, and 
yet we need very able people 
in the rehabilitation work of 
mental hospitals. 

The Menninger brothers have 
proved that people can be re- 
turned to usefulness with 
proper care, but it requires not 
only good a but good at- 
tendants and good occupational 
therapy. Otherwise, the hope- 
lessness of a mental institution 
is conducive to permanent ap- 
athy rather than to real effort 
to return to normal and useful 
existence. 

Too, many of our ‘state, and 
even national, institutions fall 
below the minimum standards 
for real remedial work. They 
become custodial institutions, 
costing us all increasingly more 
as we keep more and more peo- 


_. ple within their depressing 


walls.

United States. Its members 


enjoy a full life in a de- 
mocrgcy like ours where 
they can hire the best legal 
brains and scream for the 
protection of the Constitu- 
tion when the law closes jn. 


THE MAFIA always has 
been a bitter foe of Com- 
munism, Fascism and all other 
types of totalitarian govern- 
ments. The late Albert Ana- 
stasia, whose life came to an 
end in his favorite New York 
barbershop last month, made 
a point of organizing anti- 
Communist squads among his 
roughneck dockworker unions. 

Members of the Mafia fight 
totalitarianism at home and 
abroad. They beat the publicity 
tom-toms on this point, pro- 
fessing a great love for the 
democratic way of life. 

Well they might love the 
American way, too, because 
their parent society in Sicily 
has not _ fared so. well at

Italian hands. The Italian Gov- 
ernment, particularly that of 
the late Benito Mussolini, has 
achieved far greater success 
in suppressing the Mafia than 
the United States. 


The Mafia had held Sicily in 


a reign of terror for 15 years 
when Mussolini decided to 
take action. He sent Cesare 
Mori, one of his most able 
prefects, to Sicily. Mori, with 
an army of policemen at his 
disposal, began a three-year 
campaign against the Mafia 
which resulted in arrest of 


1250 persons 

About 1000 of those arrested 
were convicted under the Fas- 
cist court system. 

The 1000 were sentenced to 
a total of 10,000 years in prison 
for all the major crimes on 
the law books, including 350 
murders. 

One of the two notorious 
leaders of the Mafia, Gaetano 
Ferrarello, never got to trial. 
leaping 
from the top of a high prison 
wall several days after his ar- 
rest, The other head man, 
Candino Melchiorre, died 
shortly after his conviction. He 
was 77 years old. 

Mori, who retired from pub- 
lic life tos write a book pre- 
serving his feat for prosterity, 
was most intrigued by a female 
of the Mafiusi species whom 
he convicted. 

She was Giuseppa Salvo, a 
tough woman who lived in 
barbaric splendor with her son 
and four daughters. She col- 
lected “taxes” to support her 
position from towns around 
her. Dressed like a man, she 
rode horseback from village 
to village to enforce her 
demands. 

A crew of false witnesses, 
which she maintained for the 
purpose of perverting justice, 
were of no avail when she 
faced Mori in the courtroom. 
They were defendants, too.

IF JOHN NANCE GARNER 
—who has just recently cele- 
brated his eighty-ninth birth- 
day—has any regrets over the 
course of his life, they probably 
go back to the 1932 Democratic 
convention that nominated him 
for the Vice Presidency. 

“It was the worst thing that 
ever happened to me,” he said 
in an_ interview. “I was 
Speaker of the House, the 
second most important man in 
Government. 

“IT laid down the gavel in 
the House which I controlled: 
and I picked up the gavel in 
the Senate where I didn’t have 
any power.” 

Garner, who served during 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's first 
two terms and broke with 
F.D.R. over the third term, 
was interviewed by a reporter 
from the San Antonio Light 
in the small, simple cottage 
where, he lives in Uvalde. The 
cottage is behind the big brick 
house which he turned over to 
the city after the death of his 
wife. 

“Cactus Jack.” as newspapers 
dubbed him long ago, was 
seated in a comfertable chair, 
wearing soft khaki pants and 
shirt, and an old, army-style 
field jacket. - 

His feet, troubled with gout, 
were in soft leather slippers, 
and his belt was loosened 

As he talked, the white- 
haired Garner lit and relit his 
ever-present cigar with big 
kitchen matches. 

The room’s newest object 
— a gleaming, large-screen 
television set—is one clue that 
Garner is a man who keeps 
up with his times. 

A big square table groaned 


under other evidence—stacks 
of newspapers, magazines and 
books. 


Unlike many old-timers, Gar- 
ner is not ready to prescribe 
cure-alls for the problems of 
today, even though he chuckles 
he never saw “more confusion.” 
But he will comment on affairs, 
old and new, with which he 
is familiar. 

His quick answers showed 
that although he spends most 
of his time in the easy com- 


fort of his living room, his 
mind still ranges far. 
He’s as interested in base- 


ball now as he was in the 
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JOHN NANCE GARNER 


1880s when he played shortstop 
on local teams. 

During the past summer he 
switched back and forth be- 
tween the major league games 
offered by two TV stations 
Garner commented: 

“IT had been for Milwaukee 
and Chicago. I wanted to see 
the west play it off one time. 
When I couldn't get that. I 
was for Milwaukee. I saw every 
game and it came out just as 
I wanted.” *” 

A few months back, Garner's 
television set was tuned reg- 
ularly to Billy Graham's New 
York crusade. He mused 

“I heard Billy Graham 
preach eight sermons. The last 
was on ‘don’t hurry.’ 
the best one.”’

On one wall is a fresh po- | 


litical memento—a °1957 pho- 
tograph of Harry Truman with 
a message of “deep apprecia- 


tion” of “longtime friendship” 
scrawled by the former Presi- 
dent. 


Garner observed: 

“Ten years from now Harry 
Truman will be put 
one of the strongest Presidents 
we've had.”’ 

Garner was reluctant to talk 
of presently-active Democratic 
and Republican leaders. But 
he did offer his views on Dem- 
ocratic chances in the next 
presidential election, saying: 

“It don’t look bad. But lots 
of things can happen befween 
now and 1960. If the election 


were held today, I think even 
the 


Republicans will admit, 
Democrats would win. 


down as | 


During the interview, a 
Uvalde friend dropped in to 
congratulate Garner on win- 
ning a bet. Involved was a 
bottle of whisky, “Cactus Jack” 
explained: 

“If I bet money I have to 
give one-half to Uncle Sam. 
That makes the odds too big.” 

But Garner isn’t complaining 
of taxes. He said: 

“How can you build city, 
county, state and national gov- 
ernments without money and 


how can you get it without 
taxes? 
“T pay a big income tax. I 


think it’s just. Selfishness 
won't work in governing the 
people. You pay taxes accord- 
ing to wealth.” 

The legislator of years gone 
by had one proposal for pres- 
ent-day America. He said: 

“I'm a crank on education. 
There's lots of delinquency 
now. More than there used to 
be. 


“If the teachers would de- | 


vote the first five minutes 
every day to teaching the 
value of character and honesty 
and truthfulness 
of character, there wouldn't be 
any delinquency. 

“People who are honest and 
truthful seldom violate’ the 
law.”
